HIS Hiſtory of the Treatment of Da- 
vid's Ambaſſadors is full of great Con- 
ſolation to the Faithful, under their Af. 

flictions and Reproaches, in their ad- 


hering and perſevering, in their Backſliding- and- 


DefeCtion-oppoſing-Zeal in the covenanted Cauſe. 
It ſhews how the Remnant of old were expoſed to 


the like, and got Direction and Protection, and 


Adherence and Perſeverance, and Through-bearing 
under it. David is the Emblem or Type of the 
true Head of a covenanted Kirk ; not of a carnal- 


man- ſerving, or human-law-obeying, backſlidden 


Synagogue. He ſends to Hanun, Prince of the 

mmonites, his Servants or Ambaſſadors, to comfort 
him upon his Father Nabaſfs Death, as in verſe 2. 
Nabaſb is the old Serpent the Devil, the true Fa- 
ther of all theſe Ammonite Moralifts in our Day, 
Followers of thoſe old Heathens who worſhipped 


Jupiter Ammon, That is, Sur aſſociated Preſby- 
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tery, with our Woe, David at our Head, being 
informed that the Devil was dead; for we defeated 
and ſlew him by our powerful Gifts and Graces, 
Woatchings and Wanderings, Prayers and Tears, 
Whinings and Howlings, Riddles and Sonnets : 
we ſent our Ebenezers, and Wilſons, and Mon- 
criefs, and Hunters, faithful Ambaſſadors, to theſe 
Ammozites, to comfort them with the Marrow of 
modern Divinity, and all its Goſpel-privileges and 
Kirk-powers, And oh what hard Heart would not 


be ſoftned by ſuch an Embaſſy! But behold the 


Spirit of the old Nabaſb in his Poſterity: Inſtead 
of ſweetly complying and embracing this Amity 
and Unity, ſo cordially offered and profered and 
exhibited, theſe Ammonites take the Ambaſſadors, 
and ſhave their Beards, and expoſe their Buttacks, 
and, no doubt, flogged item, when they thus lay 
to their Hands. 

The Beard, my Brethren, is the natural Symbol 


of Wiſdom, Dignity, and Power, eſpecially over 


Females. Barbatum crede magiſtrum, ſaith an an- 
cient Father. The Buttocks are the Seat of Shame, 
though they are alſo the Organs of that ſavoury 
Voice we employ to roar againſt Morality, Lega- 
lity, and Hereſy. The Text is now clear; we ſee 
the ſpiritual Meaning of this Ammonitif Treatment 


of the Ambaſſadors of the pure Kirk. 


From the Words thus explained, we _ draw 
many Doctrines plainly implied. 


DocrRIxEI. Ambaſſadors generally have Beards, 
or think they have them, and claim a Right to them. 
They claim the Beard of Wiſdom, Knowledge and 


Orthodoxy: 2. The Beard of Dignity, and San- 


etity, and Reverence: 3. The Beard of Eccle- 
ſiaſtick

faſtick Power : 4. The Beard of Popularity. Of 


theſe more hereafter. 


- Doctrine II. Ambaſſadors often have Buttocks, 
as well as other Men: That is, ſome ſhameful 
Part about them which they are ſtudious to con- 
ceal. This, I know, is a tender Part: I fhall 
handle it very gently, for my Brethrens ſake. But 
whoſoever ſpies well into the Bottom of Things, and 
diſcerns fundamental Truths, muſt be convinced, 
that we all have Buttocks greater or ſmaller. A 

III. Doctrine plainly implied is this: Ambaſ- 
ſadors always wear Garments or Cloaks to cover their 
Buttocks, Various are theſe Cloaks, my Beloved ; 
the Cloak of Hypocriſy, the Cloak of Zeal, the 
Cloaks of Gravity, Religion, Whining, Groaning, 
Grimace, Seldom indeed the warm wide Cloak of 
Charity, | 

IV. DocTRzinE is, That * are uni ver- 
ally fudious of covering, and averſe to expoſe their 
own or their Brethrens Buttocks. They can patiently 
bear the ſtripping the Buttocks of Lay-neighbours, 


and flogging them; nay, they often have an active 


Hand in ſuch Exerciſes. They will ſtrip and zea- 
louſly flog a Lay-man's Buttocks in the dark, when 
he 1 aſleep, or knows nothing of the Deſign; clpe- 
_y if they ſuſpect he has any Buttock af Herely : 
the poor Man, when he is awaked, 1s left to 
gueſs as he can who flogged him. This is a pre- 
cious and gracious Exerciſe, But oh what Caution 
about their own and their Brethrens Buttocks! If 
theſe are expoſed or flogged, oh what holy Con- 
gern about the Os ſacrum! how they kiſs and clap 
it! What Declamations about that Charity Which 
inketh no Evil, about Forbearance and Chriſtian 


ve, and againſt a ſuſpicious detracting Terpper,

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againſt Reproaches and Calumny! Not a Word of 
this when Lay-mens Buttocks were a-flogging in 
the dark. But, paſſing theſe, I come to the Do. 
ctrine chiefly intended, viz. 


DOCTRINE. JTis the conſtant Practice and 
Delight of the Ammonite Moraliſts, to ſhave- the, 
Beards, to expoſe and flog the Buttocks of 4 
dors as far as they can. 


In proſecution of this Doctrine, I ſhall, fl, Ex- 
plain the various forts of Beards worn by Ambaſſa- 
dors: 2dly, Give a gentle Touch at the ſeveral 
forts of Buttocks they may have: 3dly, Shew how 
the Ammonites of our Times ſbave their Beards, and 
expoſe their Buttocks, with a wicked Delight : And 
conclude with ſome practical Inferences. 


I. To explain the various ſorts of Beards of Am- 
baſſadors. And, 

1. The ſolemn Beard of Orthodoxy, which alſo 
they authoritatively enjoin on all Men, otherwiſe 
they repute them juſtly Eunuchs in the Faith, quite 
maimed and unfit for Generation-work. For 7 
ſing this Beard there be three ſacred Utenſils of the 
al Toilet or Altar. (I.) The wide Switch- 
comb of general Articles of Peace; which, ſince 
it only preſerves an external Decorum in the Beards 
of a Church, is not much valued by the true Heart- 
ſearching Ambaſſadors. (2.) The cloſe-toothed- 
Box-or-Ivory-comb of a tritt Formula of Subſcri- 
ption. This goes to the Bottom, and is beſt when 
made of the devouring Tusks of the Behemoth, clears 
the Beard of the ſmalleſt Vermin of Hereſy, or even, 
lax Tenets; or will flea off the very Skin of the

Conſcience, or make it quite callous.  (4.) The 
ſtrong Riband of Diſcipline, to bind all in Unity of 
Faith and Worſhip, operating, when it is proper, 
in the — 4 Way of Interrogatories, to which 
Men muſt give Anſwers. Thus the Beard is bound 
firm, and not toſſed about by Winds of Doctrine. 
Oh how lovely is the Beard of a Kirk when thus 
bound up and toupee'd by a godly Diſcipline! 

2. Beard is that of iutrinſick Power, underived 
from carnal Kings and Laws, not only Powers of 
teaching, and admoniſhing, and cenſuring Immo- 

ralities, but of intitling to ſecular Livings under 
pretence of making ſpiritual Relations. 

3. The Beard of ſecular Livings and Stipends. 
Alas, in our covenanted Lands this Beard was ſore- 
ly clipped at our Departure out of Babylon, as the 
Tfraelites were circumciſed on their March into Ca- 

aan ! and little Diſpoſition in this carnal Genera- 
tion to let theſe Beards grow to us again. 

4. The Beard of Court-favour. Of this Beard 
there is nothing” remaining with our Afociation |! 
The pre Eraſtigns have got it all, A ſecret 
Friend or two of ours fare well enough this way z 
but they muſt conceal their Friendſhip, otherwiſe 
they would ſoon be ſhaven. No Chaplainries a- 
mong us; no Regal Preſentations to our Friends; 
no Intimacies with Court-Lords, or the profound 
Royal Commiſſioners to Eglon. 

5. The fifth Beard is that of Favour and Influence 
with good Women. The Beard-natiiral is a great 
Criterion of carnal Abilities. And the ſtiff Beard. 
myſtical of gruff Grimace and Cant, amidſt Title. 
tatle, interlarded with Suſpicions of our Neigh- 
bours, is a great Sign of ſpiritual Abilities. Nor | 
is the Beard- natural unemployed in our delightful 

Fellowſhips,

Fellowſhips, which our Brother Euxelus has ſo gra- 
phically deſcribed. 

6. The ſixth Beard is Popularity. This and the 
former are the only Beards flouriſhing in our Aſſo- 
ciation. Nature confined one way, is ſure to ſprout 
out in another. And oh what glorious Beards of 
this kind have our Brethren got of late! By our 
popular Beards we ſhall bruſh away all Preſenta- 
tions and Settlements, except of our Kirk-purity- 
in-Faith- and-Diſcipline- aſſerting Candidates. By 
the Weight of our graye Elders and People we will 
retard the Progreſs of thoſe Eraſtian. men- ſerving- 
Backſliders, — reſtore the intrinſick Power. 

I muſt here rejoice in the Progreſs of our Goſpel- 
beards. The Ambaſſador is the Mouth of the 
People; And where ſhould the Beard be but a- 
round the Mouth ? Now, obſerve the Propriety of 
the prophetick Emblem. Imagine a Man adorned 
with a large Beard, looking up in an Act of De- 
votion, Before his Mouth yau fee the radiant Glo- 

of the Beard diffuſed in great Extent, behind 
the Mouth too a ſmaller Incloſure or Hedge of 
Whiſkers. How does this paint out to us the glo- 
rious Sights in our itinerant Faſts at Linton, Merns- 
moor, Kings-well, or Camb-nethen : The Mouth: 
ambaſſador cocked up in his Tent, and his Beard 
af Populace diffuſed before him covering many 
Acres, with little Whiſkers alſo of Populace inclo- 
ſing him behind, that none of his Outgoings may 
be loſt. This Beard too is waving with gentle 
Motions, rocking with Devotion; not toſſed with 
ſundry Winds of Dodtrine, but by an Impulſe to- 
ward the Infuſion of Two. penny and the Water of 
Life, or the Effuſion of what was formerly infu- 
fed, What would the carnal Eraſtian Ambaſſa.

dors of our Day give to obtain ſuch glorious Beards: 
They vainly attempt to get them on their Summer- 
occaſions, and oppole the lukewarm Goſpel-clippers 
who would diminiſh the Number of Sermons. 
Some few have tolerable Succeſs in the Summer, 
watching the Times when no neighbouring Pariſh 
has any : But with all this they are poor Whey» 
beards to ours. 

Before I leave this Head, I muſt caution againſt 
a ſad Miſtake ſome labour under in our Times. 
Some weak Men, to make their Beards grow, betake 
themſelves to Heathen Learning and vain Philoſo- 
phy; nay, what is worſe, to mere Morality, and 
Law-works of Piety and Charity. - They run into 
pious Converſations;exciting to Love, Gratitude and 
Submiſſion to God, and to univerſal Love and Be- 
neficence, old obſolete Heathen Virtues. Broken 
Ciſterns all theſe. The grand Preſervative, Reſto- 
rative and Enlarger of Beards is the Marrow of 
Divinity, without any Learning, along with the 
briſk Cauſticks of Zeal, Calumny and Perſecution, 
as we have fully experienced. 


II. I come to the ſecond general Head, viz. To 
touch gently the Buttocks of Anbaſſaders, by enume- 
rating their different Sorts. And, 

1. The groſs fat Buttock of Ignorance and Sloth. 
Oh how large and ſleek they appear ſometimes when 
the Cloak is cut off
